THE flying record of Lieut. Eric Nelson, one of the pilots
in the army’s round-the-world flight, is hardly surpassed
by any officer in the army. Here are some of his most out-
standing exploits in the air: Gulf to Pacific in 1919; Alaska

expedition in 1920, for which he acted as

LIEUT. engineer officer; San Antonio to Porto Rico
ERIC flight; in 1922 he won the Detroit News aerial
NELSON mail race in a Martin bomber, averaging 110

miles an hour. He has approximately 1600
flying hours to his credit. Nelson is the engineer par ex-
cellence of the expedition. What he does not know about
engines is not worth knowing. - It was he who was assigned
by the air service to supervise a type of plane calculated to
meet the demands that would be encountered in the flight
around the globe, and for three months he worked on such
a plane at the Douglas Aircraft company plant at Santa
Monica, Cal. The result was the evolution of the world
cruiser, four of which were specially constructed for the
globe squadron. .

Lieut. Eric H. Nelson was born at Stockholm, Sweden.
He was by profession an aeronaut and an expert in internal
combustion engines. He served with the Curtiss Airplane
company as aeronautical motor expert.

Hailing from the far northland, Nelson combines the
highest degree of imaginative daring with his great me-
chanical aptitude and his skill as a pilot. He has already
been in the Arctic circle and his knowledge of this region
is regarded as a great asset of the squadron.

VETERAN airman is Lieut. Leigh Wade, one of the
pilots of the army round-the-world planes. He received

his flying training with the Royal Air Force at Toronto,
Canada. Upon qualifying as a pilot he immediately became
a flying instructor with the Royal Air Force,

LIEUT. and later in the Army air Service. He served
LEIGH in the A. E. F. in France, acting as test pilot,
WADE instructor, and then as commanding officer of

the 120th Aero Squadron at one of the large
American training centers. After the armistice he was on
duty with the Air Service in Paris. Upon his return to the
United States he was assigned to duty at McCook field,
Dayton, O. He has flown all types of American airplane
equipment.

Lieut. Wade is considered one of the very best pilots in
the service. He has done a great deal of photography work
and participated in many photographic expeditions of note,
chief among them being the mission carried out in the
White Mountains of New Hampshire and Vermont in 1921.
His special training will be useful in the mapping out of
the around-the-world trail of the future.

Lieut. Leigh Wade was born at Cassapolis, Mich., Janu-
ary 2, 1896.

IEUT. LOWELL H. SMITH, one of the army’s round-the-
world pilots, was born at Santa Barbara, Cal. On Amer-
ica’s entry into the war he joined the aviation section of
the Signal Corps. Participating in the transcontinental
reliability and endurance contests from New

LIEUT. York to San Francisco in 1919, he was ahead
LOWELL of all the contestants from the west coast to
SMITH Chicago, where an unavoidable delay deprived

him of an opportunity to win the contest.
He has won many victories, including a non-stop flight from
the Canadian to the Mexicn border and a non-stop refuel-
ing airplane flight of thirty-six hours. He has to his credit
a total flying time of approximately 1700 hours over 100,000
miles of territory.

Lieut. Smith in addition to his endurance and his prac-
tical ability as a tested pilot has the spirit of adventute in
his bone and marrow. Stunts, irrespéctive of their danger,
are bread and meat to him. But with it all he combines
coolness and control over himself and his machine that has
u::rked him out as one of the best types of American
aviator.
